Boy Scouts Group Mulls 
Retreat on No-Gays Policy 


Decision would give 
troops’ sponsors the 
authority to decide 

New York 

The Boy Scouts of America may soon 
give sponsors of troops the author- 
ity to decide whether to accept gays 
as Scouts and leaders — a potential- 
ly dramatic retreat from an exclu- 
sionary nationwide policy that has 
provoked relentless protests. 

Under the change now being dis- 
cussed, the different religious and 
civic groups that sponsor Scout units 
would be able to decide for them- 
selves how to address the issue — 
either maintaining an exclusion of 
gays, as is now required of all units, 
or opening up their membership. 

Monday’s announcement of the

“The Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca have heard from Scouts, cor- 
porations and millions of Ameri- 
cans that discriminating against 
gay Scouts and Scout leaders is 
wrong,” said Herndon Graddick, 
GLAAD’s president. “Scouting is 
a valuable institution, and this 
change will only strengthen its core 
principles of fairness and respect.”

Treasury OK’d ‘Excessive’ CEO Pay 


Washington 

A report Monday criticized the U.S. 
Treasury Department for approv- 
ing excessive salaries and raises at 
firms that received taxpayer-funded 
bailouts during the financial crisis. 

The Special Inspector General 
for the Troubled Asset Relief Pro- 
gram said Treasury approved all 
18 requests it received last year to 
raise pay for executives at Ameri- 
can International Group Inc., Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. and Ally Finan- 
cial Inc. Of those requests, 14 were 
for $100,000 or more; the largest 
raise was $1 million. 

Treasury also allowed pay pack- 
ages totaling $5 million or more

The total amount American Inter- 
national Group Inc., General 
Motors Corp. and Ally Financial Inc. 
received in the financial bailout in 
2008. AIG repaid the $182 billion it 
received; GM still owes $21.5 billion

President Barack Obama kept up 
pressure on Congress on Monday 
to pass tough new gun legislation, 
seeking help from law enforcement 
leaders in three communities that 
have suffered the horrors of mass 
shootings. 

At a White House meeting, 
Obama said that no group is more 
important in the gun debate, and he 
said he recognizes the issue “elic- 
its a lot of passion.” But Obama 
also said he believes Congress will 
respond to appeals from police. 

Obama met with the heads of 
the Major Cities Chiefs Associa- 
tion and the Major County Sheriffs 
Association, members of his Cabi- 
net and chiefs who responded to the 
worst shootings of 2012: in Aurora, 
Colo., where 12 were killed in July; 
Oak Creek, Wis., where six died in a 
Sikh temple assault; and Newtown, 
Conn., scene of the most recent mass 


shooting that left 27 dead. 

“Hopefully if law enforcement 
officials who are dealing with this 
stuff every single day can come to 
some basic consensus in terms of 
steps that we need to take. Con- 
gress is going to be paying atten- 
tion to them, and we’ll be able to 


make progress,” Obama said. 

The president’s meeting comes 
as he tries to build support for gun- 
control legislation. He urged Con- 
gress to pass an assault weapons 
ban, limit high-capacity magazines 
and require universal background

Double-Arm Transplant for Soldier 


Baltimore 

The first soldier to survive after 
losing all four limbs in the Iraq 
War has received a double-arm 
transplant. 

Brendan Marrocco had the 
operation Dec. 18 at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital in Baltimore, his 
father said Monday. The 26-year- 
old Marrocco, who is from New 
York City, was injured by a road- 
side bomb in 2009. 

The 13 -hour operation was led 
by Dr. WP. Andrew Lee, plastic 
surgery chief at Johns Hopkins, 
and is the seventh double-hand 
or double-arm transplant done in 
the United States. Marrocco’s “was 


the most complicated one” so far, 
Lee said in an interview Monday. 
It will take more than a year to 
know how fully Marrocco will be 
able to use the new arms, Lee said. 

Surgeons plan 
to discuss the 
transplant at a 
news conference 
with the patient 
Tuesday. 

The Marroc- 
cos want to thank 
the donor’s family 
for “making a selfless decision ... 
making a difference in Brendan’s 
life,” said his father, Alex Marroc- 
co. “He was really excited to get

France: Militants Flee Timbuktu 


Rebels burn aneient 
library as Freneh, 
Malian forees arrive 

Sevare, Mali 

Backed by French helicopters and 
paratroopers, Malian soldiers 
entered the city of Timbuktu on 
Monday after al-Qaeda-linked mili- 
tants who ruled the outpost by fear 
for nearly 10 months fled into the 
desert, setting fire to a library that 
held thousands of manuscripts dat- 
ing to the Middle Ages. 

French Col. Thierry Burkhard, 
chief military spokesman in Paris, 
said there had been no combat but 
that the French and Malian forces 
did not yet control the town. 


Still, there was celebration 
among the thousands of Timbuk- 
tu residents who fled the city rath- 
er than live under strict Islam- 
ic rule and the dire poverty that 
worsened after the tourist indus- 
try was destroyed. 

“In the heart of people from 
northern Mali, it’s a relief — free- 
dom finally,” said Cheick Sormoye, 
a Timbuktu resident who fled to 
Bamako, the capital. 

Timbuktu, a city of mud-walled 
buildings and 50,000 people, was 
for centuries a seat of Islamic 
learning and a major trading cen- 
ter along the North African cara- 
van routes. In Europe, legend had 
it that it was a city of gold. Today, 
its name is synonymous to many 
with the ends of the earth. 



It has been home to some 
20,000 irreplaceable manuscripts, 
some dating to the 12th century. It 
was not immediately known how 
many were destroyed in the blaze 


that was set in vengeance as the 
Islamists withdrew. 

Michael Covitt, chairman of 
the Malian Manuscript Founda- 
tion, called the arson a “desecra- 
tion to humanity.” 

The militants seized Timbuktu 
in April and imposed a strict Islam- 
ic law across northern Mali, carry- 
ing out public executions. Women 
could be whipped for going out in 
public without wearing veils, while 
men could be lashed for having cig- 
arettes. 

Just about two weeks after 
the French began their military 
intervention in Mali, French and 
Malian forces arrived in Tim- 
buktu overnight, the French mil- 
itary spokesman said Monday.

Death Toll in Egypt Rises 
To 56 as Unrest Persists 


Cairo 

Protesters and riot police clashed in 
Cairo and the riot-torn city of Port 
Said as Egypt’s political violence 
stretched into a fifth day on Mon- 
day, despite efforts by the Islamist 
president to contain the crisis by 
imposing a state of emergency in 
three provinces. 

At least 56 people have been 
killed in the wave of violence, which 
has led to the military deploying 
in Port Said and another city along 
the Suez Canal and threatened 
to shake the control of President 
Mohammed Morsi’s government. 

The main opposition coalition 
rejected Morsi’s call for nation- 
al dialogue to resolve the crisis, 
demanding that he first make con- 
cessions to break what opponents 
call the monopoly that Islamists 
have tried to impose on power.

Egypt's wave of violence began 

Thursday and accelerated the next 
day, which fell on the two-year anni- 
versary of the start of the anti-Hosni 
Mubarak uprising. Protests Friday 
that turned to clashes around the 
country left 11 dead, most of them in 
Suez. The next day, riots exploded 
in Port Said after a court convicted 
and sentenced to death 21 people 
for a soccer riot a year ago. (ap)

Orange Line cars Lost 
power between stops 
due to track problems 

Cheverly, Md. 

Forty-four passengers were strand- 
ed Sunday night for two hours on an 
Orange Line train bound for New 
Carrollton after the train lost power. 

The incident started around 
10:30 p.m., when trains running 
between Cheverly and New Carroll- 
ton “started experiencing issues” 
of losing power, said Dan Stessel, 
Metro spokesman. 

A third train went through the 
area and lost power, and several sets 


of “collector shoes” — which con- 
duct electricity from the third rail 
to power the train — broke off after 
they hit an elevated piece of track 
along the third rail, Stessel said. 

“That meant several cars didn’t 
have power, and the train in turn 
didn’t have power to move,” Stes- 
sel said. 

Track workers were sent out to 
inspect, he said, and found three 
cracks. The cause of the cracks is 
still under investigation but is like- 
ly related to weather, Stessel said. 

The passengers on the train 
were moved into the lead rail car, 
which had power. But because the 
train was about 500 yards from 
Cheverly, headed to handover, pas-

D.C. Rebuffs Trumps’ Tax Request 


Break for Post Office 
site would be unfair, 
mayor’s office says 

Washington 

D.C. officials say the Trump Orga- 
nization, led by magnate Donald 
Trump and his daughter, Ivanka 
Trump, have inquired about wheth- 
er the District would forgo property 
taxes at the Old Post Office Pavilion 
in order to facilitate redevelopment 
of the building into a luxury hotel. 

D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray and 
members of the D.C. Council were 
not receptive to the idea of provid- 
ing a tax break to one of the world’s 
most famous wealthy people, some- 
one who claims to be worth $7 bil- 


lion, despite their interest in adding 
high-end hospitality on Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue. 

Gray spokesman Pedro Ribeiro 
said it would be unfair to offer a tax 
break to the Trumps when they were 
awarded the project through a com- 
petitive bidding process. 

“It was never part of the bid pro- 
posal that the project would not be 
subject to the tax,” he said. 

The Trump Organization 
plans to lease the Old Post Office 
from the government and build a 
261-room luxury hotel, spa and three 
restaurants, along with a parking 
garage and massive ballroom, in 
what is now a vacant and crum- 
bling rear annex. 

Federally owned property typ- 
ically is not subject to local prop-

erty taxes. In recent years, how- 
ever, District lawmakers — faced 
with a city filled with non-taxable 
federal properties — created a pos- 
sessory interest tax establishing a 


tax on private entities operating 
within federal buildings. 

The Trumps declined to com- 
ment on the tax-relief request 
through David Orowitz, vice pres- 
ident for acquisitions and devel- 
opment. 

Orowitz said recently that his 
team had thoroughly examined 
the Old Post Office and hadn’t dis- 
covered any surprises that might 
inflate the project’s expected 
$200 million renovation cost. 

“I think the reality is we’ve 
been very happy with what we’ve 
found in the building,” he said. 

“With old buildings there 
is a lot of risk, but they’ve 
actually done a very good 
job caring for the building.”

Leopold Defense: Exec’s 
Actions Not Misconduct 

Annapolis, Md. 

Attorneys for Anne Arundel County 
Executive John Leopold made one 
last attempt Monday to persuade 
Judge Dennis Sweeney to throw 
out the remaining four charges 
against Leopold as his misconduct 
trial draws to a close.

Immigration Deal

A bipartisan plan

Dissecting the Senate Plan 


The Senate’s five-page immigration-reform framework is a quick read, but 
its brevity also leaves quite a bit unsaid. Here are three things to watch: 

1. The Paths to Citizenship Issue 

The proposal “recognizes that the circumstances and the conduct of people 
without lawful status are not the same, and cannot be addressed identically." 
Potential pitfalls: There’s a lot you have to do to qualify for the path to citizenship 
in this bill. The framework makes clear that the law won’t treat all undocumented 
immigrants identically. The obvious exception is children. The more unexpected 
exemption is agricultural workers, who the bill says will be treated differently due 
to “the utmost importance in our nation maintaining the safety of its food supply." 

2. The Education Issue 

The proposal “will award a green card to immigrants who have received a PhD or 
master’s degree in science, technology, engineering or math" from a U.S. college. 
Sound familiar? Remember when Mitt Romney said, “If the [immigrant] student 
does so well that they get an advanced degree, I’d staple the green card to their 
diploma"? This law basically does that. 

3. The Guest-Worker Issue 

The proposal provides “businesses with the ability to hire lower-skilled workers 
in a timely manner when Americans are unavailable or unwilling to fill those jobs." 
Potential pitfalls: This refers to some kind of guest-worker program, though the 
details are sparse and the language is vague. It focuses on the hoops employers 
would have to jump through, and such programs are always controversial.

assured. But with Obama pledg- 
ing his commitment, the lawmak- 
ers argued that six years after the 
last sustained congressional effort 
at an immigration overhaul came 
up short in the Senate, chances for 
approval this year are much better. 

“We still have a long way to go, 
[but] this bipartisan blueprint is 
a major breakthrough,” said Sen. 
Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y. 

The framework, though short 
on detail, sets out plans for creat- 
ing a path to citizenship for illegal 
immigrants already here — con- 
tingent upon securing the border 
and better tracking of people in 
the U.S. on visas — and overhaul- 
ing the legal immigration system. 

Besides the citizenship provi- 
sion, the measure would increase 
border security, allow more tem- 
porary workers to stay and crack 
down on employers who would 
hire illegal immigrants. 


But in a sign of the challenges 
ahead, the proposals immediate- 
ly got a cool reaction from Senate 
Republican Leader Mitch McCon- 
nell of Kentucky: “This effort is too 
important to be written in a back 
room and sent to the floor with a 
take-it-or-leave it approach.” 

Pressures from outside groups 
from business to organized labor 
to immigrants themselves will 
be immense, even as lawmakers 
warily eye voters for their reaction. 

A coalition of immigration 
advocates reacted enthusiastical- 
ly to the bipartisan group’s prin- 
ciples Monday. 

“Now, we are at that moment 
where it is quite within reach for us 
to reach a consensus in this coun- 
try that can do justice for millions 
of people,” said Hector Figueroa, 
an organizer with the Service 
Employees International Union.

Michigan Newest No. 1 in AP Poll After Duke’s Loss 


College Hoops 

Michigan is No. 1 in the Associ- 
ated Press’ college basketball poll 
for the first time since its Fab Five 
days 20 years ago. 

For the second-straight week 
the No. 1 team lost. This time it was 
Duke, which was routed 90-63 by 
Miami in the third-worst defeat by 
a top-ranked team. 

Michigan received 51 first-place 
votes from the 65-member nation- 
al media panel Monday. Kansas 


moved up one spot to No. 2 and 
had 13 first-place votes. They are 
the only one-loss teams in the poll. 
Indiana, Florida (which drew the 
other first-place vote), and Duke 
complete the top five. 

The Wolverines were at the 
top for 10 weeks in 1964-65, eight 
weeks in 1976-77 and three weeks 
at the start of 1992-93, the Fab 
Five’s second season together. 

That season, Chris Webber, 
Juwan Howard, Jalen Rose, Jimmy 
King and Ray Jackson made it to 


the national championship game 
for the second-straight year. 

Michigan is the second Big Ten 
team to be No. 1 this season. Indi- 
ana was the preseason No. 1 and 
stayed there for the first five weeks 
of the regular season. 

Rounding out the top 10 are 
No. 6 Syracuse, followed by Gon- 
zaga, Arizona, Butler and Oregon. 
Miami rode its win over Duke to an 
11-place jump, from 25th to 14th. 
Georgetown received the most 
votes among unranked teams, (ap)

To Leave a Mark 


U.S. to face Canada 
before final round of 
World Cup qualifying

The U.S. men’s national team’s Jan- 
uary training camp culminates 
with a friendly against Canada on 
Tuesday at Houston’s BBVA Com- 
pass Stadium (9 p.m., ESPN2). 
Technically, there is nothing on 
the line, but the match is a final 
tuneup before the final round of 
World Cup qualifying begins next 
week in Honduras, and manager 
Jurgen Klinsmann will be looking 
for reinforcements as he assembles 
his top roster with an eye on mak- 
ing it to Brazil in 2014. Here is what 
to watch for Tuesday: 

Pla3ring for Places 

The January camp consists of 
players who, for the most part, 
are on the fringe of the nation- 
al team setup. Last year, Geoff 
Cameron and University of Mary- 
land product Graham Zusi used 
strong January showings to cata- 
pult themselves into regular sta- 
tus with Klinsmann. This year, 
all eyes are on another Maryland 
product, Los Angeles Galaxy cen- 
ter back Omar Gonzalez, who has 


long been pegged as a candidate 
for the U.S. top squad. 

D.C. United’s Tie-In 

D.C. United’s footprint will be all 
over the match. Goalkeeper Bill 
Hamid, who has been in and out 
of the U.S. national team, is com- 
peting for a start with the Hous- 
ton Dynamo’s Tally Hall and the 
Chicago Fire’s Sean Johnson. Can- 
ada, meanwhile, called in an inex- 
perienced squad that got trounced 
by Denmark on Saturday 4-0 in 
Arizona, but two of the veterans 
are United lineup staples: cap- 
tain Dwayne De Rosario and cen- 
ter back Dejan Jakovic. 

Eyeing the Gold Cup 

World Cup qualifying spots are not 
the only position U.S. players are 
aiming to lock down Tuesday, as 
2013 provides a congested calendar 
of international fixtures. This sum- 
mer, Klinsmann will likely turn to a 
second grouping of players for the 
CONCACAF Gold Cup, the region’s 
biennial tournament. Even though 
there may not be places for every- 
one in Brazil, there will be ample 
opportunities at this summer’s com- 
petition — for which Baltimore has 
been selected as one of the host cities 
— to suit up for the national team.

can sweep your knees out to the 
sides and back. 

And holding on to it, you can 
feel the burn. Sitting, with their 
hands on the edges of their seats, 
students scooted forward until their 
butts were hanging in the air.

Take a Latin dance party and add a 
chair, and you’ve got the recipe for 
Zumba Sentao, the latest twist on 
the mega-popular aerobics workout. 

You’ve also got a chance to add 
toning to the cardio workout, says 
Kearsha Saxon, a Zumba Jammer 
(aka master trainer), who gave a 
preview of the class at Crunch’s 
Chevy Chase, D.C., location last 
week, enthusiastically bopping 
through choreography peppered 
with squats, lunges and leg lifts. 

Sentao — a riff on the Spanish 
word “sentar,” meaning “to sit” — 
was developed recently by Zumba 
creator Beto Perez. The story, Saxon 
says, is that Perez was speaking 


at a conference and wanted his 
audience to dance with him. Their 
chairs were getting in the way, so 
he decided to make them props 
rather than obstacles, and when he 
realized how the inanimate objects 
assisted in muscle toning, Zumba 
Sentao was born. 

Not many instructors are cer- 
tified in the program yet, which 
is why you won’t find the class 
permanently on the schedule at 
Crunch. But Joy of Motion’s Tanya 
Nuchols just started offering 
Sentao at the Bethesda studio at 
10:30 a.m. every Tuesday. 

“It’s an intense workout, but 
it’s modifiable like Zumba,” said 
Nuchols, who fielded questions 
before the first class. (Is it similar 
to exotic chair dancing? “No! It 
might be a little sexy — there’s 
some booty popping. But it’s clean, 
not stripper Zumba.”) 


The only way to really under- 
stand it is to do it, so Nuchols 
launched into action, warming 
up the students and getting them 
comfortable interacting with their 
chairs. The students moved in a 
box around their chairs to get used 
to where they’d be traveling with 
Nuchols’ choreography. 

“You have to be conscious of 
the chair the whole time,” she said. 

Then the pace picked up, and 
Nuchols showed off how versa- 
tile a single piece of furniture can 
be. Standing next to it, you can 
lift a foot and place it on the seat. 
Behind it, you can crescent kick 
over the back. Sitting in it, you

ing herself with her arms, targets 
the core and arms. But the move 
makes her feel like she’s perform- 
ing in a cabaret, notes Nuchols, 
whose favorite aspect of Sentao is 
that it allows her to sneak in mus- 
cle strengthening. 

Same goes for 47-year-old Moni- 
ca Vallada, who took Nuchols’ class 
and said that push-ups and squats 
masked behind salsa and cumbia 
are exactly what she needs: “I do 
weights and hate every minute of 
it. But this goes by fast.” 

At Saxon’s Crunch class, the 
calisthenics-heavy choreography 
got mixed reviews. Lydia Stevens, 
66, said she’d be back for sure — 
she expects she’ll see better results 
than with regular Zumba alone. 
But Mariela Yohe, 46, admitted she 
would rather just dance. 

Maybe chairs aren’t everyone’s 
ideal dance partners. But no one 
can object to having them around 
— after this class, you deserve to 
take a seat, vicky hallett (express)

Thom Sinclair, 42, knew that the 
bedlike contraptions inside Ref- 
ormation Fitness were for Pilates. 
But that was about the extent of it. 

“Fve seen people doing it and 
thought, ‘Boy, that looks easy,’ but 
I’m sure it’s not,” said Sinclair, 
who’s exactly the target audience 
for the new Shaw studio’s com- 
munity classes. The free sessions, 
offered at 2 p.m. every Saturday, 
are designed to introduce begin- 
ners to Pilates equipment as well 
as to owner Mike Ruling. 

Ruling, formerly ofVida Fitness, 
opened his own space to focus on 
small-group classes. With room 
for up to five students at a time. 
Reformation allows him to keep 
prices affordable while delivering 
personal instruction and a social 
atmosphere. To fill that room, how- 
ever, he needs to explain what he 
does to folks in the neighborhood.

rehabilitation,” Ruling lectured, 
pointing out the Reformer’s sliding 
carriage, straps that can be held by 
hands or feet, and springs that pro- 
vide varying levels of resistance. 

Ruling then launched into an 
intro class, with plenty of breaks to 
demonstrate movements, answer 
questions and adjust equipment. 
(Re asked, “Row’s the resistance?” 


approximately a hundred times.) 

Starting with footwork. Ruling 
taught students how to push off 
the bar and feel the carriage glide 
back. Then he showed how to use 
the straps around the feet for frog 
kicks and leg circles — before seg- 
ueing into single leg moves, trying 
to keep the side in the strap mov- 
ing in sync with the strapless side.

Stone-Age Snacking 


Party the Paleo way 
while eating through 
Sunday's big game 

Cavemen probably invented the 
tackle. But the way cavemen once 
chowed down isn’t usually on dis- 
play at the Super Bowl — an event 
that’s celebrated with chips, things 
on buns and extra cheese. 

All of those are no -nos on the 
Paleo diet, a regimen that shuns 
grains and dairy in favor of lean pro- 


tein and tons of vegetables. Designed 
to ape what hunter-gatherers once 
ate, Paleo has become all the rage in 
D.C.’s CrossFit community. So peo- 
ple supporting this nutrition plan 
have to get creative about cheering 
on their team Sunday. 

“I’m a football nerd,” says Robert 
Morton, co-owner of Power Supply 
(Dc.mypowersupply.com), a local 
Paleo delivery company that has 
served up 150,000 meals in the past 
two years. Game-day snacks aren’t 
on the menu yet, but Morton sticks 


with the company’s cooking philos- 
ophy for his pigskin parties. 

Chicken wings (as long as they’re 
not breaded) fit the bill, which is a 
relief for Morton, who cooks his up 
with garlic and cayenne. 

Dips present more of a 
problem. Crudite platters are 
no fun without Thousand 
Island dressing. And guaca- 
mole’s great, but it requires a 
vehicle to move from the bowl 
into your mouth. Morton’s solu- 
tion? Dunk carrots into the avocado. 


Speaking of green stuff, Morton’s 
got a popper idea: roasted broccoli. 
Re put out a bowl of the crucifer- 
ous veggie for the Redskins- Cow- 
boys game and every morsel was 



devoured. Another favorite is kale 
chips, which offer vitamins and a 
satisfying crunch. (They also help 
balance out all the bacon at Paleo 
parties, Morton says.) 

When deciding how to wash 
it all down, Morton knows better 
than to get swept up in those Bud- 
weiser commercials. Even if he 
decided to bend the Paleo rules 
to have a cold one, his body is 
so unaccustomed to grains that 
he’d feel awful afterward. But 
Morton will need a brew in his 
hand Sunday, so he’ll be down- 
ing a gluten-free Estrella Damm 
beer.

How’s the tour going? 

I write the set list every night before 
we go onstage.

“Lovelace” was based in part 
on Lovelace’s memoir, in which she 
recounted her entrance into pornog-
